FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  SEPTEMBER  30,  1877. 


To  the  Hon.  M.  H.  Cruikshank,  President  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners Alabama  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  and  the 
Blind : 

Sir — I submit  the  following  brief  statement  of  the  opera- 
tions of  the  institution  for  the  year  ending  September  30, 1877. 

A full  and  detailed  account  of  the  receipts,  disbursements, 
improvements,  and  all  other  matters  of  public  interest,  will 
will  be  made  at  the  close  of  the  present  fiscal  year,  Septem- 
ber 30tli,  1878,  to  accompany  your  report  to  the  Governor,  in 
time  for  publication  for  the  use  of  the  General  Assembly. 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  during  the  year 
has  been  fifty-four,  an  increase  of  live  over  last  year. 

Mutes 42 

Blind 12—54 

The  health  of  the  pupils  has  been  uninterruptedly  good — 
not  a single  case  of  protracted  illness. 

The  work  in  the  school-room  and  shops  has  been  well  and 
faithfully  done.  The  advancement  of  the  pupils  has,  inmost 
cases,  been  quite  satisfactory.  I have  no  others  than  words 
of  commendation  for  my  assistants. 

The  buildings  and  grounds  are  in  good  condition,  and  the 
furniture  in  reasonably  good  order.  The  new  building,  just 
completed  at  a cost  of  about  $4,000,  is  a substantial  and  long 
needed  improvement.  It  embraces  a kitchen,  store-room, 
boys’  hospital,  ironing-room,  bakery,  two  bath  rooms,  and  a 
large  dormitory.  The  building  is  of  good  brick,  iron-roof, 
and  iron  stairways.  The  plumbing  and  gas-fitting  are  of  the 
best  modern  construction. 

The  moans  to  complete  this  building  have  been  saved  from 
our  annual  appropriations,  and,  we  trust,  will  prove  satisfao- 
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tory  to  tlie  State  authorities,  whose  duty  it  is  to  see  that  the 
funds  of  the  institution  are  properly  expended. 

We  hope  to  be  able,  in  a few  years,  to  complete  our  group 
of  buildings  by  adding  one  other — a chapel  and  school-room. 
This  we  can  do  if  the  rigid  economy  heretofore  practiced 
is  continued.

PRINCIPAL’S  REPORT. 

To  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Alabama  Institution  for 

the  Deaf  and  Dumb  and  the  Blind: 

Gentlemen — I have  the  honor  of  submitting  the  following 
brief  report,  together  with  an  abstract  of  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1878. 

INSTITUTION  PREMISES. 

The  buildings  and  grounds  are  in  good  order.  Tho  new 
building  mentioned  in  last  report  has  been  completed,  and 
the  old  wood  building  moved  to  the  rear,  and  repaired 
for  use  as  shops  and  servants’  quarters. 

I he  water-supply  question,  which  has  so  long  occupied  our 
thoughts,  lias  been  solved.  The  steam  pump,  erected  at  the 
large  spring  belonging  to  the  city,  now  furnishes  us  an  abun- 
dance of  pure  water.  We  are  supplied  by  a two  and  a half 
inch  pipe,  the  distance  being  twenty-five  hundred  feet.  The 
tank  for  holding  a supply  is  nine  by  fourteen  feet  in  size,  and 
holds  ten  thousand  gallons.  It  has  been  bought  and  paid  for, 

and  will  be  placed  ou  the  top  of  a wrought-irou  tower,  fortv- 
nine  feet  high. 

I he  cost  of  this  tower  will  be,  according  to  contract,  six 
hundred  and  eighty  dollars.  The  cost  of  pump,  pipe,  pump- 
house, freight,  layingpipe,  etc.,  has  been  about  eighteen  hundred 
and  seventy  dollars.  Add  to  this,  costof  tower  and  probable  cost 
of  riveting  tank,  say  one  hundred  dollars,  and  the  whole  cost  of 
the  water-works  will  be  about  twenty-six  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars. 

When  this  job  is  completed,  it  will  only  remain  for  you  to 
give  us  a building  for  chapel  and  school  room  purposes,  to 
complete  our  requirements  so  far  as  buildings  and  conven- 
iences are  concerned.

HEALTH  OF  PUPILS. 

We  have  had  no  sickness  of  a serious  nature.  One  death 
has  occurred — William  Cartwright,  a blind  boy  from  Mont- 
gomery county — who  died  on  the  25th  of  March  last.  William 
was  a good  boy  ; his  pilgrimage  on  earth  had  been  a sad  one; 
I never  knew  one  more  so.  Without  family  or  friends,  blind,  of 
feeble  frame,  and  subject  to  epilepsy,  he  had  never  known 
what  kindness  or  attention  was  until  he  came  to  live  with  us. 
The  habit  of  chewing  tobacco  and  swallowing  the  juice  wras, 
we  have  no  doubt,  the  immediate  cause  of  his  death.  It  was 
impossible  to  prevent  him  from  using  the  poison.  Poor  boy, 
“ rest  in  peace.” 

THE  SCHOOL  ROOMS  AND  SCHOOL  ROOM  WORK. 

The  school'  rooms  we  now.  occupy  are  badly  suited  to  our 
purposes,  and  poorly  furnished.  We  hope  to  be  in  better 
quarters  before  the  end  of  the  next  two  years.  * 

The  teachers,  all  of  them,  have  faithfully  and  well  dis- 
charged their  respective  duties.  Faulty  classification,  the  re- 
sult of  a want  of  promptness  in  entering  at  the  beginning  of 
the  term,  has  interfered  much  with,  and  added  greatly  to  the 
labors  of  the  school-roogi.  We  have  ordered  slates  instead 
of  the  black-boards  we  now  use.  We  find  the  chalk  from  the 
rough  walls  damaging  to  the  eyes  of  the  pupils. 

MECHANICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  boys  have  made  good  progress  in  boot  and  shoe  mak- 
ing, mattress  making,  cane  seating  and  broom  making.  The 
expenses  of  this  department  is  included  in  my  account  of  cur- 
rent expenses.  When  we  get  our  new  school  building  we  can 
vacate  our  shop  now  used  as  a school-room  and  increase  the 
facilities  of  teaching  handicraft. 


THE  CONVENTION  AT  COLUMBUS,  OHIO. 

We  were  represented  at  the  conventions  held  in  Columbus, 
Ohio,  last  August,  bv  two  of  our  teachers.  They  report  the 
sessions  of  both  conventions  as  being  exceedingly  interesting, 
and  the  discussions,  on  various  themes  touching  the  educa- 
tion of  the  deaf  and  the  blind,  highly  entertaining  and  in- 
structive. They  were  wonder-stricken  at  the  magnificent  pro- 
vision made  by  the  State  of  Ohio  for  the  education  of  her 
defective  classes,  and  for  the  care  of  her  insane  and  imbecile. 
Our  delegates  return  thanks  to  the  authorities  of  Ohio  for 
hospitality  and  kind  attentions  bestowed  upon  them  whilst 
there. 

CONCLUSION. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  report  of  the  treasurer  that  there  is 
a balance  in  his  hands  of  over  six  thousand  dollars.  Besides 
this,  we  have  spent  for  improvements  and  buildings,  in  the 
past  two  years,  not  less  than  seven  thousand  dollars.  The 
annual  appropriation  of  $18,000  is  greater  than  needed  for 
the  present  number  of  pupils,  but  as  before  stated  in  this  re- 
port, we  very  much  need  a chapel  and  school-room  building. 
Such  a building  as  ought  to  be  erected,  to  be  permanent  in 
its  character  and  ample  for  all  the  needs  of  the  Institution 
for  all  time  to  come,  will  cost  not  less  than  $10,000. 

By  close  economy,  we  can  save  in  the  next  two  years  (allow- 
ing for  an  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  to  eighty)  that 
sum,  and  build  the  chapel,  etc.,  without  calling  on  the  legisla- 
ture for  a special  appropriation.  We  trust,  therefore,  that 
the  next  General  Assembly  will  consider  this  matter,  and,  if 
they  deem  it  necessary,  send  a committee  of  judicious  men 
to  examino  into  this  question,  as  well  as  the  general  conduct 
and  management  of  the  institution. 

Again,  gentlemen,  thanking  you  for  your  uniform  kindness 
and  courtesy  to  myself,  and  for  your  zealous  and  watchful 
oversight  of  the  institution  and  its  affairs;  and  devoutly  in- 
voking the  Divine  blessing  upon  the  trust  confided  to  your

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 


All  deaf  mute  or  blind  children  residing  in  the  State,  whose 
parents  are  unable  to  pay  their  expenses  while  at  the  institute, 
are  entitled  to  board,  tuition,  school-room  expenses  and  medical 
attention,  free  of  charge.  No  provision  is  made  for  the  payment 
of  traveling  expenses  or  for  clothing. 

An  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  passed  in  1871,  provides 
that,  “ in  all  cases  where  the  parents  of  pupils  sent  to  the  In- 
stitution for  the  Deaf  and  the  Dumb  and  the  Blind  are  too 
poor  to  furnish  them  with  good  and  sufficient  clothing,  or 
where  pupils  are  without  parents  and  unable  to  furnish  them- 
selves with  such  clothing,  the  probate  judge  of  the  county 
shall  certify  the  same  to  the  principal,  who  shall  procure  such 
necessary  clothing  and  charge  the  same  to  said  county.  He 
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shall  present  the  account,  with  the  voucher,  to  the  auditor  of 
public  accounts,  who  thereupon  shall  draw  upon  the  county 
treasurer  for  the  amount  so  charged  to  said  county,  and  tho 
said  county  shall  annually  assess  and  collect  by  tax  the  amount 
necessary  to  pay  said  order  or  orders ; and  if  said  county  shall 
fail  so  to  do  the  circuit  court  in  said  county  shall,  on  appli- 
cation, compel  the  same  by  mandamus.
